ruption. St. Peter says of David, “Ills 
sepulchre is with us until this day.”

Q.—In Matthew 16:18 we read, “The 
gates of hell shall not prevail against 
it.” 
This seems to favor the theory 
that eternal torment is the fate of all 
except the Church: in what sense would 
it be true that the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against the Church? (Phos.) 
Answer.—If we suppose a fiery heil, 
such as many teach, aud a barred gate­ 
way leading thereto, and the Church 
on the outside of those gates, we would 
be obliged to imagine the Church try­ 
ing to break through the gates to get 
into the fire, and that the gates would 
not be strong enough to hinder the 
rash act. 
Or, on the other hand, we 
should 
be obliged to imagine the 
Church on the fiery side of those gates 
and trying to burst them open and suc­ 
ceeding in so doing. Surely neither of 
these views represents properly the 
condition of the Church as viewed from 
any standpoint. The word hell here is 
in the Greek, hades, the same word that 
is elsewhere translated grave. 
For in­ 
stance, in the Apostle’s declaration re­ 
specting the resurrection and the de­ 
liverance of the Church from the grave, 
he exclaims, “O hades, where is thy 
victor)'?” He pictures thus the Church 
trium phing over hades, coming out of 
hades, out of the grave, out of the state 
of death. 
The same thought is con­ 
nected w ith our Lord’s resurrection: H e 
is represented as bursting the bonds of 
death, bursting the restraints of sheol, 
of hades—by the Father’s power. The 
gates of hades, the gates of the tomb, 
Hie strength of death which restrain­ 
ed him three days, was broken in His 
resurrection. This i* the picture w’bich 
our Lord presents. Th© Church in com­ 
mon with the world would go down

The evidence is very strong th at these 
six creative days wen* each seven 
thousand years after the beginning of 
the work of setting the earth in order. 
All th at period of forty-two thousand 
years was occupied in preparing the 
earth as a habitation for man. And it 
is evident, from the volcanic eruptions, 
eartb-quakes and various other radical 
ehauges taking place in nature, that 
the w’ork of preparing the earth as a 
perfect habitation for the race of m an­ 
kind is not yet complete.

marked 
changes 
to take 
place 
before the 
prophetic 
statem ents 
are 
fulfilled.

Pacific is trying to prepare itself to 
retire $25,000,000 in bonds next June. 
A year ago it looked as if we were j 
getting on o u r feet, but the year 1913 
has been an unlucky 
one 
for 
rail­ 
roads. 
The rate cases were decided 
against life and we have been com­ 
pelled to take less for both freight 
and passenger service. 
A suit for 
$2,000,000 for overcharges was filed 
against the road and had a depress­ 
ing effect upon our securities. 
“It looks now ag lf we would have 
to come here and get permission to 
issue a new series of notes to retire 
the $25,000,000 bond issue which falls 
due in June. 
We hope that won’t be 
necessary, but the way things are 
running I don’t hardly see how we 
will be able to raise this money.
